Angola : Opposition whites in Angola, possibly 
supported by some local Portuguese military leaders, 
are reportedly organizing a secessionist movement,, 

The disillusionment among the province’s nearly 
200,000 whites lies in Angola’s stagnant economic 
and political condition, coupled with a long history 
of close and irritating control from Lisbon. Top 
military and civil authorities came close to challeng- 
ing Lisbon’s authority over the issue of Overseas 
Minister Moreira's dismissal in September of the 
popular reformist governor general,, The whites ap- 
parently regard the recent reforms announced by 
Lisbon as mere window dressing to hide more strin- 
gent Portuguese direction of Angolan affairs. 

The secessionists presumably believe that with 
army backing they would have enough security re- 
sources to keep extreme African nationalists under 
control, and they probably would not be averse to an 
alliance with Africans they consider moderate. 
Nevertheless, their activities will aggravate Salazar’s 
security problems and may eventually make it more 
difficult for the whites to hold the line against the 
Africans. 


An unconfirmed report originating in Lisbon 
that Premier Salazar will replace Moreira in the 
near future because of his bungling of Angolan af- 
fairs may reflect the government’s awareness that 
some gest ure is necessary to allay the rising unrest 
in Jlngola. 
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Bolivia : President Paz may be planning another 
wholesale arrest of opposition and other political 
leaders he considers dangerous to his position.. 
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Paz 

has ordered the review and updating of lists of "Com- 
munists" in preparation to arrest them. The pretext 
for the arrests would be the gravity of the interna- 
tional situation. 


Although the Communists may now be Paz' main 
target, his security sweeps for some time have hit 
non-Communist and anti -Communist elements hard- 
est, thereby indirectly stren gthening the left wing of 
the MNR government party 
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
